Issues in the ALP 


LREADY there is evidence that the cam- 
paign of the CIO's Political Action Com- 
mittee for a united “American Labor Party” 
in New York and its defiance of the Dies 
Committee, is having some effect in the 
ranks of the state ALP leadership. 

A Bronx mass meeting arranged by the 
right wing’s Committee to Safeguard the 
ALP heard an announcement Monday that 
all the forty “right wing” Bronx candidates 
of the ALP in the primaries are pledged to 


Support a fourth term for President Roose- 


velt. On the following day, the state officials 


‘of the ALP urged Congress to dissolve the 


Dies Committee, citing its attacks upon the 
CIO's political action committee. 

Quite obviously, the pledge in the Bronx 
came as a result of last Saturday’s Bronx 
meeting arranged by the Hillman-led Com- 
mittee for a United Labor Party at which 
Jacob Potofsky of the Amalgamated Cloth- 
ing Workers challenged the ALP leaders to 
state their position on the fourth term. The 
Bronx right wing leaders of the ALP haye 
become convinced that they can hardly wage 
a serious campaign even in that county 
where they hold control, unless they remove 
doubts among the people on their fourth 
term stand. 

The state leadership’s action on the Dies 
Committee is equally clear evidence of rank 
and file pressure. For it must be easily 
apparent to the ALP voters that the red- 
baiting attacks upon Mr. Hillman and his 
committee from the ALP’s state leaders are 
of the same pattern as Martin Dies’ attacks 
and basis upon which he seeks to launch his 
“investigation” of the CIO’s committee. 

Nevertheless, whatever the reasons may 
be for either of the two moves; they are in 
a positive direction. 


The question now arises: how much con- 


fidence can be put in a fourth term pledge 
of a Bronx mass meeting as long as the 
state leadership of that group remains silent 
on the issue? The Bronx group, after all, is 
subject to the discipline of the state leaders. 
ALP followers will not find it hard to figure 
out that only if the state leaders definitely 
and clearly launch a campaign to urge the 
President to run for re-election could the 
position of the Bronx or any other right 
wing candidates be properly appraised. 

Furthermore, such pledge cannot be a very 
serious one, if accompanied by a red-baiting 
and splitting policy as carried on by the 
state committee. Nor is there substance to 
such pledge if the right wing persists in, its 
announced threat to quit the ALP if the 
unity forces win the primary, and if they 
hold to the view expressed by Alfange that 
if the President accepts ALP nomination 
after a united victory he would “forfeit” 
liberal support. ; 

If the fight for a fourth term and against 
Dies is meant seriously, the state ALP lead- 
ers should drop red-baiting and splitting and 
adopt a unity policy. This is urgent because 
only if all the win-the-war forces rally closely 
around the Commander-in-Chief could the 
defeatists and kindred reactionary forces be 
beaten. Only such a course leads to decisive 
victory and a secure peace. 

We on our part feel that even now, al- 
though both ALP groups are campaigning 
for separate primary slates, it is still pos- 
sible to achieve ALP unity. The basic re- 
quirement is the realization that the ALP 
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must be fully united and must be behind the

We ex- 
plained that the difference is that 
“class struggle” is a scientific name 
for a basic law of motion of capi- 
talism itself, which nobody can 
“abolish” without abolishing capi- 
talism—no matter whether he 
wishes to or not.

Look at the question of class 
struggle in the concrete terms of 
the existing organizations of the 
working class through which the 
workers conduct their struggle. Of

The existence of the organs ot 


struggle of the working class is not 
a matter of “policy,” to be adopted 
today and laid aside tomorrow. 


When anyone proposes a weaken- 
ing of America’s great trade union 
movement, or any obstruction of 
its freedom to function fully and 
to grow in strength in its place in 
American national life, every trade 
unionist, every person of a reason- 
able degree of enlightenment is 
stirred up to fight, knowing that 
it is a proposal for weakening the 
very foundation of democratic 
American life. Everyone would 
know, if only by instinct, that there 
cannot be a survival of a demo- 
cratic life or government in a mod- 
ern industrial country if there is 
not within that country a powerful, 
widely organized and freely operat- 
ing trade union movement.

Trade unions arise in every capi- 
talist society without exception and 
regardiess of what policy may be 
adopted to permit or in the at- 
tempt to suppress them. No matter 
if it is a Bismarck in Germany or 
a Pinkerton hired by the early 
trusts in America that tries to pre- 
vent it, trade unions grow and 
must grow in all modern industrial 
countries. It is a natural law of 
social development, which cannot 
be displaced. For 20 years the un-

If we spoke of the vanishing of 
the class struggle in a capitalist 
society. a practical conclusion would 
be that the trade unions and the 
labor movement generally would 
have no further function. This 
would be obviously a monstrous and 
ruinous piece of idiocy. The trade 
unions are only now entering into 
their most important and indis- 
pensable part of the national and 
international ‘ife. Their very growth 
in size, maturity and prestige is 
partly stimulated by the recogni- 
tion on the part of millions of 
workers who never before took part 
in them, that a great national war 
of liberation, and a period of peace- 
ful international post-war recon- 
struction, are proven to be impos- 
sible without them. They are the in- 
dispensable vehicle for the partici- 
pation of the most important sec- 
tions of the masses in national unity. 
As long as labor power is bought 
and sold for the profit of “free en- 
terprise,” that fact alone is the es- 
sential fact of class struggle; and 
the elimination of trade unions, if 
such an insane thought could be 
er.tertained, would mean the pulling 
down of the whole structure of 
civilization and the plunging of the 
whole capitalist worl t into a chaos 
of Nazi-Japanese conquest. 

The Hearsts and the Roy How- 
cris call for the destruction of the 
trade Ainions, but we know what 
they are.

N> one will understand labor's 
role of struggle in this present war 
unless he sees that a powerful and 
mature labor movement is capable 
of acting “together as a class” (as 
Marx expressed it)—capable of 
deliberately choosing a policy suited 
to the interests of human progress, 
an” then carrying it out. 

A weak labor movement today 
could not lay aside the policy of 
strikes and stoppages of production. 
The inevitable clash of immediate 
economic class interests leads to 
strike struggles which can be pre- 
vented only by the workers them- 
selves through the strength and 
prestige of their own organizations. 

To many persons it is inconceiv- 
able that abstentions from strikes 
can be a result of strength of the 
labor movement. Many cannot see 
that the making and carrying out 
of a nation-wide agreement of the 
entire labor movement with the 
capitalists and the capitalist class, 
in support of a necessary and just 
national war, is an evidence of 
maturity and strength of the work- 
ing class and the labor movement. 

Yet, under these conditions, this 
is a fact. 

Disoriented persons on the fringe 
of the labor movement conclude 
that the present policy is the old 
“Gompers” opportunism of 30 years 


war is in the interests of the work- 
ing class and of all progressive 
humanity. A concrete indication is

the fact that every one of the rot- 
tenest representatives of opportu- 
nism—from John I. Lewis to the 
Trotzkyite saboteurs and Norman 
Thomas, plus the New Leader “so- 
clal-democrats,” is trying openly 
or otherwise to wreck labor's pres- 
ent pro-war policy. 

But this does not mean an ab- 
sence of class struggle. On the 
contrary, the very existence of all 


Nor is it solely a matter of the 
economic ꝓposition that rises nec- 
essarily out of the buying and #ell- 
ing of labo power; for, as Engels 
said, the struggle of the working 
class has “three sides, the theo- 
retical, political and the practical 
economical,” which “form one har- 
monious and well-planned entity.” 
The whole of the “three sides” of 
the struggle of the working class 
enters into the public life of the 
nation as an indispensable part of 
its democratic strength. 

Anyone who examines the weak 
and wavering inconsistency, the 
dangerous lapses in the will to make 
war resolutely, that are found, for 
instance, in the bourgeois press, 
and in the weak tolerance of open 
treason of big pro-Nazi publishers, 
and in the leadership of the bour- 
geois political parties, should un- 
derstand that to subtract the meral, 
the theoretical and the political 
coutributions of the labor move- 
ment from the public life of the 
nation would mean to weaken the 
nation to the point of disaster. 

Our moralities of present day na- 
t come, some from feudal sur- 
vivals, as in our country from the 
old rotting remnants of slave-times, 
an example of which we see in a 
Rankin in Congress; or they come 
from a business class which at its 
very best tends to subordinate social 
to individual standards of business 
motivated by profit. 

To these origins, however, is 
added a third in modern times. It 
comes from he working class and 
is generated in the enormous grow- 
ing labor movement. This new 
source of morality, essentially social 
in character, all over the world, as 
Engels said, is the “morality of 
the future, — that morality which 
contains the maximum of durable 


litical life—this is what we have ~ 


in mind when we say 


would become a utopian, 
dangerous fool, if he tried to 
lieve it wasn’t present. 

So, concretely, the trade unions 
must be built strong and kept po- 
litically clear in service of the na- 
tion at war—we must know that the 
class struggle is in operation 
“the immediate driving force of 
history.” For the trade unions are 
“the real class organizations” of 
the workers which are necessary 
for its contribution to the winning 
of the war for the survival of de- 
mocracy. 

We have had to concede that 
labor will not demand the abolition 
of “free enterprise” at the present 
time, and “free enterprise” is in 
essence class struggle. But our 
powerful labor movement as a mat- 
ter of policy rejects all proposals 
of strikes and their interference 
with the war that are understood 
under the slogan “class against 
class,” 

Struggle is the most fundamental 
principle of life. Nothing will ma- 
terialize, of all the nation’s dreams 
of peace and well-beirg, except as
